Tentatively planned for the de­ 
velopment are at least three base­ 
ball diamonds, a dormitory for 
players, a cafeteria and training 
and shower rooms. 
There was some discussion of 
possible use of dormitory facili­ 
ties as a hotel operation during 
periods other than spring training 
sessions of the ball clubs.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy has made a nation­ 
wide television appeal for Con­ 
gress to restore the $1.1 billion 
House cut in his foreign aid pro­ 
gram. 
In a filmed interview (Wash­ 
ington Report — CBS) the Presi­ 
dent sought public support Sun­ 
day for his fight against the deep 
slash in his $1.7 billion program. 
He declared that the aid to 
other nations was “the best, the

vent the spread of communism 
around the world. 
But Rep. Otto E. Passman, D- 
La., appearing on the same pro­ 
gram. called the aid program "a 
giveaway ... a bottomless pit” 
that was "spending this 
na­ 
tion into destruction." 
Passman, chairman of the ap­ 
propriations 
subcommittee 
that 
initiated the slash, said U.S. funds 
were going to 101 of 113 nations 
in the world, including “commu­ 
nist countries, dictatorships and 
the so-called neutrals." He said 
he saw no evidence that it was 
holding back communism.

House Democratic Whip Hale 
Boggs, La., and Gen. Maxwell 
Taylor, chairman-designate of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, who also 
appeared on the program. 
Boggs cited the strong recovery 
of European nations under the 
Marshall Plan as proof of the aid 
program’s effectiveness. He said 
the program "saved Europe from 
communism.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Chairman Carl Vinson of the 
House Armed Services Com­ 
mittee today cautioned law­ 
makers against letting emotion 
or national pride supplant 
sound judgment in dealing 
with Cuba. 
The Georgia Democrat said 
there were powder kegs with 
ready fuses all over the world, 
and that Communist harassment 
in Berlin “still stands as the 
g r e a t e s t challenge to world 
peace.” 
Vinson served notice anew on 
Russia and Cuba that this coun­ 
try would not tolerate creation of 
a Communist offensive military 
base in this hemisphere. 
His remarks came in a pre­ 
pared statement for opening of 
House debate on President Ken­ 
nedy’s request for authority to 
call up 150.000 military reservists 
in event they are needed after 
Congress quits work for the year. 
Vinson urged the House to ap­ 
prove the request by unanimous 
vote, as the Senate did last week. 
The reserves measure, unani­ 
mously passed by the Senate last 
week, is part of a two-pronged 
congressional move to strengthen 
the President's hand in dealing 
with any threat from Soviet­ 
armed Cuba. 
A fight-if-we-must resolution ex­ 
pressing support for any action 
against Cuba was approved by the 
Senate.

Escondido Brushfire 
Rages Out of Control 


ESCONDIDO (UPI) — A brush 
fire which has blackened m o r e 
than 3,000 acres of prim e water­ 
shed land northeast of here con­ 
tinued to rage out of oontrol to­ 
day despite the efforts of 650 fire 
fighters. 
Thirty homes were threatened 
Sunday when the blaze, started 
by lightning Saturday, broke out 
of control in gusty winds as high 
as 45 milts an hour However. 
U.S. Forestry Ranger Jim Fenlon 
said all structures were out of 
danger early today. 


Fenlon was unable to estimate 
when the fire, which grew to more 
than 16 miles in perimeter through 
the night, would be brought under 
control. 
Pilots manned four borate bomb­ 
ers at daybreak and 38 fire trucks 
and nine bulldozers were at the 
scene. 
One firetruck driver, Donald 
Hedges of Elsinore, suffered min­ 
or injuries late Sunday when he 
was cut on the forehead by barbed 
wire while fighting the fc^aze.

Soften yeast in water. Heat milk 
and shortening until melted. (Do 
not boil.) Measure sugar and salt 
into large bowl. Add hot m i l k 
mixture and stir until dissolved. 
Cool to lukewarm. Add 
2 
cups 
flour to milk mixture and beat 
well, 75 strokes by hand or 30 
seconds on electric mixer. 
Coat gumdrops with 14 cup flour. 
Add softened yeast, eggs, and gum- 
drop 
mixture. 
Beat 
well. 
Add 
enough more flour 
to 
make 
a 
thick batter. Beat thoroughly un­ 
til smooth and elastic, 300 strokes 
by hand or 2 minutes on electric 
mixer. Cover and let rise in warm 
place (80 to 85 degrees) until bub­ 
bly (about 1 hour). Stir down. Let 
rest In warm place for 30 minutes. 
Drop by tablespoonsful into deen 
hot fat (365 degrees).

golden brown 3 to 4 minutes. Turn 
to brown both sides. 
Drain

absorbent paper. Cool slightly, and 
dust with sugar by shaking two 
or three at a time in a paper bag 
of sugar.

W e Need Those Signal Lights 


City Council tonight will have befóte 
I it a m atter calling for an im portant decision, 
I a decision which can vitally affect our fu- 
■ ture — the immediate installation of traffic 
I lignals at four strategic intersections. 


The action will either unsnarl a grow- 
9 ing traffic tangle in north and south travel 
■ through the business district or perm it slow 
■ strangulation of th at area to continue bc- 
■ cause of increasingly clogged traffic. 


The C ity Traffic Advisory Commission 
■ which has given long and careful study to 
■ o u r growing traffic problem, has reeommen- 
I d ed immediate installation of signals at the 
I hazardous Y where Palm Canyon Drive and 
■ Indian Avenue come together and on Palm 
■ Canyon D rive at Tahquitz-M cCallum and 
® V ista Chino. A fourth light is recommended 
a t Indian Avenue and Tahquitz-McCallum. 


The need for a signal at the Y has long 
■ been apparent. Such a light would not in- 
| terfere w ith northbound traffic on Indian 
I or southbound on Palm Canyon. But it would 
I protect southbound traffic on Indian and 
I northbound on the Drive, now sometimes 
I completely stymied. 


At the rate the city is growing and with 
I consequently increased traffic, the need for 
I the signals at the other intersections is also 
apparent. 


Contrary to the belief of many, signal 


lights will quicken traffic rather than hinder 
it. as well as safeguard it. Signal lights will 
provide for a smooth flow of vehicles with­ 
out the frequent stop-and-go necessitated bv 
boulevard stop signs and pedestrian cross 
traffic. 


Boulevard stops are good as far as they 
go but they fall short of going far enough. 
If they are obeyed implicitly and there is 
no tail-gating, it makes for a jerky traffic 
pattern and if they are not, there is an ever­ 
present danger. Too manv drivers believe 
STOP spells SLOW. 


But a signal light spells M IS T as all 
drivers know. 


The state pays the cost for each en­ 
trance on a state highway to an intersection. 
At Vista Chino and Tahquitz-M cCallum on 
Palm Canyon Drive, a state highway, their 
share would he half. At the Y, where two- 
thirds of the entrances are Palm Canyon 
Drive, they'd pay two-thirds. Signals off 
state highways are the city's responsibility. 
V itli that time of year at hand when 
we will have visitors hv the thousands and 
with the increasing num ber of automobiles 
registered in the city, the traffic situation will 
worsen unless prom pt action is taken. 
There has been talk about signal lights 
here for some years. 


This seems the time for action. Delaj 
could be costly.

A Contrast in Nominations 


WASHINGTON, D. C. - No 
Senator at this writing. I think, 
has called attention to the aston­ 
ishing contrast between the nom­ 
inations to the Supreme Court 
of Labor Secretary Arthur Gold­ 
berg in 1962 and of Judge John 
Parker in 1930. 
Federal Circuit Judge Parker 
of North Carolina, acknowledged 
to be a brilliant young jurist, was 
rejected in the 
Senate 
by 
a 
marginal count where the change 
of one vote would have enabled 
Vice President Curtis to decide 
it the other way. President Hoov­ 
er had been warned not to nom­ 
inate a Southerner who was out 
of favor with Organized Labor. 
Mr. Hoover was also advised to 
withdraw Parker’s name when 
opposition developed within Re­ 
publican ranks in that election 
year. But the then - President 
courageously persisted as a mat­ 
ter of principle. He knew Parker 
to be a top-drawer appointment, 
and he felt the South deserved to 
he represented on the S u p r erne 
Court, which was about to lose 
Justice McReynolds. The Parker 
rejection was one of the early 
victories of the National Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People and of the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor. 
Much has changed since then; 
partly for the better, partly for 
the worse. By 1962, there were 
only 16 
Senate 
votes 
against 
Thurgood Marshall, the NAACP's 
fiery attorney, for the Court of 
Appeals. Significantly, both Mar­ 
shall and Parker were highly ad­ 
mired in their professions and 
of good moral 
character. 
The 
measure of 
prejudice, 
and 
of 
political 
alignment, 
against 
a 
white Southerner who was out­ 
spoken on racial matters in 1936 


and of a Negro who is outspoken 
on the 
same 
subject in 
1962 
should be noted in passing. 
Feared Reaction 
Parker lost. Marshall won. The 
late Columnist Frank Kent right­ 
ly predicted in 1930 that Parker 
would lose “because Republican 
Senators . . . where the Negro 
is a big factor in their party . . . 
fear that a vote for Parker will 
damage or destroy them politi­ 
cally.'’ 
But the real contrast is be­ 
tween the Goldbetg and Parker 
appointments. It centers on their 
qualifications to be a Supreme 
Court Justice. Goldberg is with­ 
out judicial experience, and will 
certainly be confirmed in spite 
of it. Judge Parker was of prov­ 
en quality on a Federal bench, 
and was rejected because of it. 
Goldberg’s concept of the pur­ 
pose of Government sounds like 
Fabian Socialism. He has said, 
“ Economic freedom through wise 
social and economic legislation 
is the highest creation of civil­ 
ized m an.” Parker believed that 
“ the highest creation 
of civil­ 
ized m an” was economic com­ 
petition and Government under 
Law. Goldberg has said, “ Both 
bread and equality, both free­ 
dom and security . . . are insepa­ 
rable.” Parker was a realist who 
refused to think in slogans and 
a strict constructionist who be­ 
lieved 
that 
Court 
decisions 
should be based on Law rather 
than social theories. He l e f t 
“ legislating" up to Congress. 
The 
Senate’s 
case 
against 
Parker was based on two past 
performances. 
As GOP candi­ 
date for Governor of North Car- 
olira in 1920, he had frankly stat­ 
ed his belief, as reported in a 


column by Mark Ethridge, that 
“the Negro was not ready to 
assume the burdens and respon­ 
sibilities of government." T h e 
New York Times of April 21. 
1930, denounced Republican Sen­ 
ators who opposed him for this 
opinion, editorialzing: 
If any one of them had been 
in Judge Parker’s place . . . he 
would have taken 
exactly 
the 
same position as regards office- 
holding by Negroes as the Judge 
himself did." 


Angered the Unions 
Parker s 
other 
controversial 
position, equally or more im­ 
portant in his defeat, was his 
appellate court ruling which up­ 
held "yellow dog" contracts. Un­ 
der the pacts, a worker agreed 
as a condition of employment 
not to join a union. Today, such 
a position as Parker took seems 
illiberal and incomprehensible be­ 
cause of subsequent legislation. 
But 
in 
the 
circumstances 
of 
Parker’s own 
time 
(as 
most 
journalists whom I am reading 
in order to write this column 
agreed), the Judge could not in 
judicial 
conscience have 
ruled 
any other way. This was 
the 
situation before him: 
In 1927 the United Mine Work­ 
ers struck the Red Jacket Coal 
company, using violence, threats 
and intimidation to break t h e 
contract. The company asked the 
Circuit Court to order the UMW 
to cease and desist. The Court 
did so. The case was taken to 
the Court of Appeals w h e r e 
Judge Parker, joined by the oth­ 
er appellate judges, upheld the 
lower court. Parker had decided 
solely on grounds of a previous 
Supreme Court decision in 1917, 
based on sancitity of contract.

While there seems to be some 
difference of opinion as to that

about dog's numerical rank in 
the annals of man.

Deep Thinkers who delve

Sapiens, 
(called Sap for short) are agreed 
that he was man's first friend 
from the animal world. 
That goes back a long, long 
way to the days when the masto­ 
dons were still rooting up our 
palm trees and before anybody 
even thought of a Palm Springs 
or traffic jams.
